CHAJIBIBSBIJEG, Pa. Sept 8, 1880.— 


To Ae editor ef &e CarMe Herald: I 
hate read Mr. BeltihooWs emphatie 
denial of the uthonhip of the letter 
which appeared in the Carlisle Herald 
ot last week o»er his own signature. 
As I was the recipient of the letter, I 
deem it jut to myself to state the eir- 
emBMtaaees under whieh I received it. 
While ia Shippensbarg in the early 
part of last April I visited a near rela- 
tive, who had 'entered upon her 89th 
war. Daring my brief stay witn her 
she spoke of her means melting away, 
of property she owaed affording her no 
revenue, eta. 
Knowing that two of her 


sato had served in the government 
dafnise dariae the late rebellion, and 


I that oae of them had fallen in the 
I strife, I inquired whether she had made 


•naHniltm for a pension. She replied 
tfirt sb« had aot, and stated that had 
she availed herself of the bounty of the 
gtvanmeat she might have obtained a 
ptaaioa on aenoaat of her deceased 
BMbaad, who was an honorably dis- 
charged toWier in the War of 1812. 
Bat she shrank from making the effort 
Advised of the faet that aa application 
by her for a pension through the usual 
processes would be futile, as the time 
to which the government had confined 
such grants had then expired, I ad- 
dressed a oommanicatioo to Mr. Beltc- 
hoover (in whose district the aged lady 
Temdes), and requested him to inform 
me whether a special act could be passed 
through eongress to enable the govern- 
ment to extend its beoe6cence to this 
worthy rtictber of one of its slain de- 
fenders. The letter in question was 
the response I received from Mr. Beltz- 
hoover. When I read it I was some- 
what amaxed at its content*, and ex- 
pected very sooa to hear that, prompted 
by motives of disinterested patriotism, 
its author had cunt his lot with those 
who were seeking U) change the ohar- 
aeter of the arraigned representation to 
congress. After showing the letter to 
several personal friends I Sled it away, 
and probably would not have thought 
of it again but for several paragraphs 
whieh appeared in Democratic papers 
aspersing Prof. Little, of Dickinson 
college. Recently a mutual friend of 
Mr. Little, knowing that I had received 
the letter which Mr. Beltshoover dis- 
avows, directed my attention to an ar- 
ticle appearing in B Harrisburg journal 
deriding Mr. Beltzhoover's competitor, 
and was solicitous to know what dispo- 
sition I proposed making of Mr. Belu- 
hoover'i "epistolary condemnation of 
the Rebel lash in congress."

trees. We did not credit half the stories 
related, and did not feel like exposing 
anybody to unfavorable comment as the 
parties damaged 
didn't 
seem dis- 


posed to have the perpetrators of the das- 
tardly deeds punished as by law provid 
ed. That a considerable number of cost- 
ly trees in the city hare been badly in- 
jured by somebody is known to many, but 
who the vandals are is unknown. A man 
who would damage shade or fruit trees— 
in reality the ornaments of a well dressed 
city such as we boast of—would poison a 
well or cut a man's throat, and if caught 
the guilty parties should be punished to 
the fullest extent of the law. About IS 
months ago four valuable shade trees in 
front of Rev. B. P. Hoy's residence, at 
No. 13 West Cerro Qordo street, were 
girdled and nearly ruined, a nd seven fruit 
trees in the yard were killed by soaking 
them with coal oil. Mr. Hoy was uuable 
to fasten the crime on anybody until dur 
ing the past week, though he had em- 
ployed two detectives to work up the 
case for him during the intervening time. 
The detectives failed to find the right 
man, and Mr. Hoy was compelled to at- 
tend to the matter himself. He swore out 
a slate warrant for the arrest of the guil 
ty parties, and the warrant was served on 
Saturday evening. They confessed the 
crime, and by many tearful entreaties 
succeeded in effecting a compromise with 
Mr. Hoy, by paying him $75 in cash. He 
did nofappear at the trial and the accused 
parties were discharged. -Mr. Hoy now 
feels sorry that be agreed to compromise, 
and feels that the guilty ones should bo 
arrested and punished as they deserve.
